Antioch is now the gombltng capital of Illinois, according to 
the U. 5. Department of Internal Revenue's Chicago district office. 
H. Alan Long, district director of internal revenue, said more 
federal gambling tax stamps for slot machines have been issued 
to Antioch than any other community in Lake County — and Lake 
County leads the entire state for the number of stamps issued. 

Long said that $250 slot machine tax stomps ore issued for 
slot or pinball machines that pay off as gambling devices. 

~~ "+ Pinball machines used for amuse- 
ment only require n $10 amusement 
tax stamp, he said. 

The internal revenue service this 
week issued 27 slot machine gambl- 
ing tax stamps to Antioch residents, 
and five more to persons in Lake 
Villa. 

This brings the Lake County total 
to 202 since July 1. 

Mcllcnry Second 

McHenry County is running a 
poor second, with 50 gambling 
stamps issued, and mammoth Cook 
County, including the city of Chi- 
cago, is running third with 49 gambl- 
ing stamps issued. 

Long said the rush to purchase 
the federal gambling stamps fol- 
lowed a United States Supreme 
Court decision that pinball machines 
which provide payoffs to winners 
are gambling devices. 

State's Attorney Thomas J. Moran 
emphasized that the holding of a 
federal gambling tax stamp for a 
slot machine docs not mean the ma- 
chine is legal. 

Gambling of any kind is a vio- 
lation of slate law, he said. 
Moran Checking 

The state's attorney said his of- 
fice is compiling a list of the 
gambling tax stamps issued to 
Lake County residents. 

Persons caught gambling face ar- 
rest, and taverns where pinball 
machines, handbooks, or other types 
of Rambling function, face revoca- 
tion of their liquor licenses. 

The licenses of Smart's Country 
House and the Zion-Bcnton Moose 
Club were suspended earlier this 
year after Moran found evidence 
of gambling. 

The Zion-Benton Moose Club is 
listed as one of the new holders of 
slot machine gambling tax stamps, 
but Smart's is not. 

The March Grand Jury, in a re- 
port Friday, recommended that the 
County Board of Supervisors enact . 
an ordinance banning all pinball 
machines in Lake County. 
Ban Machines 

Such a law is already in effect 
in Waukegan, Highland Park, Lake 
Forest, Lake Bluff, and Zion. 

A special County Board commit- 
tee was appointed to investigate the 
problem. . , 

Emmett Moroney, chairman of 
the county board, said he would

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What We're up Against 

"The military do have great virtues but thrift is 
is not one." Thus spoke Senator Douglas of Illi- 
nois. He added that "The military have a built-in 
bias against economizing." 

The Senator's remarks were made in support of 
a $2,5 billion cut in the defense budget that had 
been recommended by the House and was up for 
consideration in the Senate, Senator Douglas cer- 
tainly did not approve this cut because he wants to 
weaken our defense — He is as strong an advocate of 
a top quality military establishment as anyone in or 
out of the government. But he had carefully exam- 
ined the proposed defense budget in detail, and had 
found a number of expensive items that have nothing 
to do with military security. He cited examples, 
among them swimming pools, buffet tables, and ex- 
tensive remodeling of a golf course at one of the 
bases. 

How did Senator Douglas make out? The Wall 
Street Journal answers that question in these words: 
"Well, the Senator built his case so strongly there's 
scarcely anything that can be added by us. One 
would naturally assume, too, that the other 
Senators after all their talk about economy would 
agree with Mr. Douglas. And that they would have 
gone along with the House in the $2,5 billion slash it 
had recommended in the military budget. 

"But that just isn't the way the sentorial minds 
work. The Senate voted to restore almost all the 
$2.5 billion slash. Plainly that will buy a lot of 
swimming pools, buffet tables and putting greens for 
the nation's warriors." 

And that shows what the taxpayers of this coun- 
try are up against, not only in the military but in 
all of the hundreds of spending departments of 
government.

Grade-A Bargain 

The American people demand good mail ser- 
vice. If, for any reason, service standards deteriorate, 
an uproar is heard from one end of the country to 
the other. 

The Post Office Department is responsible for 
the mails. But there is another organization deep- 
ly involved — a private, taxpaying organization — 
without which good and economical mail service 
would be an impossibility. That organization is the 
railroad industry. 

Every community in the United States is served 
by railway mail service. The vast majority receive 
their mail by railroads direct, and the rest by rail- 
roads in combination with other carriers. Putting it 
statistically, more than 93 per cent of our entire pop- 
ulation lives in the 3,070 counties served directly by 
railroads. 

How much does railroad mail service cost? The 
answer will surprise most of us. The railroads get 
just one-eighth of one cent for carrying a first- 
class letter — and they move that letter an average of 
487 miles for that tiny charge. Then, for about one- 
eighth of one cent more, the railroads provide the 
hundreds of mail cars in which mail is sorted en 



route, plus the services of thousands of their own 
employes who sort, load and unload sacked mail, 
plus the use of all manner of necessary facilities — 
platforms, conveyor belts and chutes, switching and 
terminal services, and so on. 

All this is provided for a total of about one- 
quarter of a cent for a first-class letter. This is n 
grade-A bargain if there ever was one,

On Their Doorsteps 

Advocates of socialized electric poowcr are going 
to force federal power development down the throats 
of the American people or know the reason why. 

The Hells Canyon Dam fight is a classic example. 
After long investigations and hearings, the Idaho 
Power Company was granted licenses by the govern- 
ment to build three low dams on the Snake River 
that would develop practically the same amount of 
kilowatts as a much more costly federal high dam. 
The power company dams will not take tax dollars 
to build but will pay heavy taxes instead. The Gov- 
ernor of Idaho says that without this power "We will 
have to shut down industries and curtail irrigation 
pumping." 

The advocates of federal (socialized) power de- 
velopment shout power shortage in one breath and 
then do everything possible to prevent power de- 
velopment in the next breath. 

The House Committee has just turned thumbs 
down on the latest move to delay power development 
on the Snake for six or seven years, while waiting 
for problematical Congressional authorization to 
build the federal high dam. But the socialized power 
bloc is still in there fighting. 

It is hard to believe that Congress can be blud- 
geoned into considering federal licenses already is- 
sued for power development, as mere scraps of 
paper. It will be interesting as a matter of political 
history of keep a list of names of those advocating 
such action. Then if there are disastrous power 
shortages in the area due to delayed construction 
they cause, it will be easy to Jay the record on the 
doorsteps of those responsible.

And the significant part of all this 
is that the American wares shown at the fair can 
for the most part, be bought at retail stores in every 
farthest reach of this country. And the prices, save 
for a few top-luxury items, are within the means of 
the average American family. 

The competitive free enterprise system makes 
possible American mass production and its full part- 
ner, American mass distribution. It thus makes pos- 
sible the million and one aids to good living we take 
for granted — from a package of frozen food to the 
latest in labor-saving home appliances. The Poles 
had a brief look at what we enjoy every day of the 
year.

Automation — Is 

It Good or Bad? 



Automation — sometimes accused 
of outdating the humnn being in 
the production process — is on the 
brink of a manpower shortage. 

Not only is it creating the need 
for more people with college level 
training, but also for more techni- 
cians trained in the complexities of 
new processes, according to Robert 
J. O'Brien, assistant manager of 
mechanical engineering at Armour 
Research Foundation of Illinois In- 
stitute of Technology. 

And with n smaller working pop- 
ulation due to the decline of births 
during the depression, and an ex- 
panded market at both ends from 
more older people and children, 
automation is more to be desired 
than feared," O'Brien said. 

One of the greatest social im- 
ports of automation is the "across 
the board" influence on education, 
he noted. Taking the routine mo- 
notony out of the working process is 
creating a much greater emphasis 
on intelligence. 

Already industry and the military 
are experiencing shortages of 
qualified people to maintain the 
complex automatic programs, he 
said. 

In addition, we have being cre- 
ated an entire new field for indus- 
trial management, which needs qual- 
ified people. With the controls of 
industry which automation provides, 
they must know what information 
is needed, and how to interpret it, 
said O'Brien. 

Immediate knowledge of stocks, 
inventories, sales, and production 
makes it. possible for the industrial 
manager to' apply weapons of ana- 
lysis to his business that up to now 
have been used only in science. 
With these, he is able to make ra- 
tional decisions rather than rough 
estimations. 

This makes an entire new status 
in industry for the "manager," a 
man usually without heavy invest- 
ment in his company — though well- 
paid — and still in a position to wield 
a great deal of influence. 

At the same time, industry needs 
the man who haa been broadened 
and deepened by education in the 
humanities and liberal studies, O'- 
Brien warned. The man who is in 
a position to evaluate an entire 
industry as a complete mechanism, 
must perform his task in relation 
to the human beings involved — 
otherwise automation will be in 
trouble. 

"We already are seeing that auto- 
mated production lines do not create 
a displacement of workers. Rath- 
er, as with the first industrial rev- 
olution, we're able to produce more 
things that were not economically 
possible before." 

For example, he said, there's a 
good chance that not so many years 
from now the housewife will be 
able to easily launder the entire 
family wardrobe — and probably 
won't have to iron il. 

Automatic processing of raw 
materials for synthetic fibers for 



garments similar to new washable 
summer suits for men, undoubtedly 
will be broadened to include winter 
suits, shirts, neckties — practically 
all items of clothing for the family, 
he said. 

In communications, automated fa- 
cilities arc rapidly making almost 
anything possible, he stated. With 
the tremendous strides that have 
been made in just the past few years, 
speculation as to what we can ex- 
pect in the future is unlimited. 

But the thing to remember, ac- 
cording to O'Brien, is that no ma- 
chine will ever be able to perform 
what the human brain cannot. It 
can accomplish many things faster 
and with more accuracy, but it 
will never outdo the human thought 
processes that created it. 



Tax Facts 



"Forecasts that the standard 
work week wilt be reduced to 35 
hours or less within five years pre- 
sents a great challenge to govern- 
ments," the Taxpayers' Federation 
of Illinois stated today. 

Increased leisure means a great- 
er demand for recreation services. 
Heavier use of playgrounds, golf 
courses, boating and fishing facili- 
ties, swimming pools, campgrounds, 
zoos, libraries, summer theatres, 
auditoriums can be forecast and 
capital outlay for new facilities can 
be anticipated. 

More leisure means more time 
traveling. This adds up to traffic 
problems, obsolete highways, and 
airport needs. 

"Shorter work weeks in industry 
will mean a shorter work week for 
government. Coupled with the 
shorter work week will be new de- 
mands for government services. Ob- 
viously, governments are going to 
have to reappraise operations and 
become more efficient or else in- 
creased costs will bankrupt tax- 
payers," the Federation pointed out. 

Hero are two concrete examples 
of ways to increase efficiency of 
government listed by Federation ex- 
perts: 

1. Use of electronic computers 
in daily tasks of government fol- 
lowing example of industry. Such 
"brains" can be used in the drafting 
of highway plans, in payroll pro- 
cessing, in tax computing and bill- 
ing. A single modern computer 
could prepare payrolls of all down- 
state cities in less time than is now 
spent by the payroll clerks of a 
single medium sized city. 

2. Integration of existing depart- 
ments and functions with resulting 
greater productivity per employee. 
Steps in this direction have recently 
been undertaken in some cities by 
combining police and fire forces 
into a single department of public 
safety. Under this plan public saf- 
ety officers are placed in roving 
squad cars equipped to handle most 
frequently met fires. The men are

Experience In Oak Park, Michigan, 
has been that such roving officers 
reach the site of fires more rapidly 
than the traditional fire company

At the same time more police 
services were afforded citizens. 

"The aggressive attack by indus- 
try through automation to Increase 
productivity must be copied by gov- 
ernment," the Taxpayers' Federa- 
tion concluded.

Preparation for cooling birds 
during extremely hot weather is n 
wise move, say University of Cali- 
fornia scientists. 

They think the best system to 
prevent death is fogging the birds 
with a fine mist spray. Fogging 
nozzles should be set six to eight 
feet apart and should operate about 
one minute out of every ten, or 
more often if the heat is extreme. 
Installation cost is about 30 cents 
a bird, reports the July Successful 
Farming magazine. 

Because of the danger of hens 
dying from heat prostration, trap 
nests should be watched closely and 
birds removed from them regular- 
ly. Stricken birds can sometimes 
be saved by dousing them in a 
pail of cold water.

HEALTH TALK 

Hot Weather Affects the Skin 

With the advent of hot and humid 
weather, many persons exhibit 
symptoms suggestive of allergic con- 
ditions which manifest themselves 
on the skin. These may have been 
latent, only to take shape with 
weather changes, or they may sud- 
denly develop because of a person's 
marked intolerance to certain chem- 
icals or other ingredients, the "Edu- 
cational Committee of the Illinois 
State Medical Society observes in 
HEALTH TALK. 

Hot weather primarily affects 
the skin In three ways. With the 
increase in the burning rays of the 
sun, there is a natural increase in 
their potency to burn the skin. Ris- 
ing temperatures promote excessive 
perspiration which cannot evaporate 
easily, or be absorbed into clothing, 
if the humidity increases. These 
three factors can produce a harmful 
effect on the skin. 

Excessive exposure to the sun is 



a dangerous practice. Apart from 
any more or less immediate dis- 
comfiture it can produce, there are 
more serious consequences which 
can develop. Naturally, the amount 
of sun any of us can tolerate is de- 
pendent primarily on the amount of 
pigment or skin coloring. Red- 
heads, for example, are deficient in 
pigment and consequently burn eas- 
ily. Blondes arc also more suscep- 
tible than brunettes. 

Protective creams and lotions 
should be employed in acquiring a 
sun-tan, and the process of expo- 
sure should be carried on slowly. 
While a rich mahogany may appear 
glamorous, the skin can be made 
considerably rougher and scalier in 
the process of acquiring such a tan. 
A severe burning should be avoid- 
ed because of the numerous compli- 
cations that may develop, resulting, 
frequently, in infections and very 
often a coarse, dry skin. The wise 
person will expose his skin to the 
sun in gradual amounts of time. 

Contact dermatitis is another re- 
sul t of skin sensitivity. Lotions,

creams and other cosmetics, perhaps 
not previously used, will, in some 
sensitive persons, produce severe 
skin reactions. Another form is 
one that develops from the poison 
ivy plant. In Itself the plant does 
not cause the eruption; its Juices 
ore responsible. This contact may 
be established through inlermcdlary 
objects, such as a pair of boots, a 
golf club, or a dog, any one of whljch 
may have been contaminated with 
the sap of the poison ivy plant 

Excessive perspiration, particu- 
larly when it is not able to evapor- 
ate freely, can produce various local 
Irritating effects on the skin,, the 
best known of which is prickly heat. 
Indirectly, excessive perspiration 
can favor the development of fun- 
gous infections, particularly ring- 
worm of the feet. The horny layer

Underwent Changes 
In Recent Years 

NEW YORK — The structure of 
employment In manufacturing has 
been undergoing a significant 
change in recent years as between 
production and nonproduc tion 
workers, according to data com- 
piled by the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 

The figures show lhat the rise in 
manufacturing employment in the 
period since the end of World War 
II has been dominated by the non- 
production classification, embrac- 
ing a diversified group running 
from executives through research 
personnel to clerical stalls. Of the 
1,6 million persons added to man- 
ufacturing payrolls between 1W5 
and 1950, 1.3 million, or four out 
of every five, have been in the non- 
production group. 

As a result, the number of non- 
production workers rose to a rec- 
ord high of more than 3.7 million 
last year. This was the equivalent 
of 22 per cent of all persons em- 
ployed in manufacturing, a pro- 
portion seldom approximated In 
the past. The number of production 
workers came to 13.2 million in 
1950, and has fluctuated in a com- 
paratively narrow range In recent 
years. 

This shift in the composition of 
Jobs in manufacturing is in line 
with the long-term trend of em- 
ployment throughout the economy, 
with the white collar worker catch- 
ing up with and passing the blue 
collar classification as the biggest 
single group in the working popu- 
latloo. 



Sun Glare Can 
Cause Accidents 

URBANA, III. —Sometimes the 
sun can be an enemy. This is par- 
ticularly true In the summer 
months when the sun's glare can 
be a decided safety threat to driv- 
ers, says O. L. Hogsett, extension 
safety specialist at the University 
of Illinois. 

Glare from the sun, or reflec- 
tions from cars and pavement, 
combined wilh high speed will pro- 
duce numerous accidents during 
the coming vacation season. 

Many other accidents will result 
from "visual fatigue" caused by 
the strain of looking against sun 
glare. 

The new styling of cars, with 
greater glass area, lavish chrome 
trims and light-reflecting colors, 
has greatly increased the hazard 
from glare. Another factor is the 

popularity of convertibles and 
sport cars, whose drivers have lit- 
tle protection from the sun. 

Here are Hogsctt's suggestions 
for reducing glare and decreasing 
danger: 

Use a visor to protect your eyes 
from overhead glare. 

Avoid driving at sunrise and sun- 
set, when the rays of the sun hit 
directly into the windshield. 



Heart Diseases Hurt 
American Industry 

CHICAGO — Heart diseases rob 
business and industry of trained 
men during their most productive 
years. They deplete manpower of 
skilled employees and are respon- 
sible for a tremendous labor turn- 
over and time loss. 

Studies have indicated that these 
diseases arc far more costly than 
strikes from a standpoint of lost 
productivity and are about ^iths as 
costly as on-the-job accidents. 



Prenatal Mortality 
Continues a Problem 

NEW YORK. N.Y. — Prenatal 
mortality— death of infants before 
or soon after birth— continues to 
be a major medical problem, ac- 
cording to a recent study. In re- 
cent years prenatal deaths have 
averaged more than 135,000 a year 
in the United States. Approximate- 
ly half of these are stillbirths, and 
the remaining half are babies dy- 
ing within one week of birth. 

Some progress has been made 
in reducing the prenatal mortali- 
ty rate— it fell about one-third be- 
tween 1940 and 1954— but the im- 
provement has lagged far behind 
that for childbirth mortality among 
mothers, which decreased 86 per- 
cent in the same period. 

The major factors contributing 
to the death toll in the prenatal 
period, the study shows, are lack 
of early and adequate prenatal 
care; twin and other plural births; 
puerperal toxemia; chronic and in- 
fectious diseases In the mother; 
and the use of inadequately trained 
mldwives, a practice which is still 
fairly common in some sections 
of the country. Cesarean births, 
while quite safe for the mother. 
arc still attended with high risk to 
the infant.

NORWALK, Conn.— A signal time 
for motorboats has been devel- 
oped by a Norwalk concern which 
says it3 timer automatically con- 
trols fog signals to conform to 
legal requirements. The company 
says the timer actuates a horn re- 
lay, or on electric air valve In a 
signal cycye that fits regulations 
covering fog sign alt,

Reasons why it is necessary for the Antioch 
Township High School, District No. 117, to 
ask the citizens to increase the educational 
and building tax rate limits. 



1. The tremendous birth rate of the past 
several years has moved into the high 
school. There will be an estimated 25% 
increase in enrollment next year and an 
estimated 43% increase by 1962-63. 

2. Additional teachers will be needed for 
instruction. The staff has been increased 
by 23% for 1957-58 and will need to be 
increased 57% by 1962-63 to keep most 
classes at 30 pupils. Janitors, secretaries, 
and cafeteria help will be added in the 
future. 

3. Salaries have been continually adjust- 
ed for teachers and non-teaching employees 
to give the school a favorable level in the 
competitive labor market. 

4. Educational and building equipment 
and supplies have steadily increased in 
cost. Increased quantities have had to be 
purchased. Costs have climbed in main- 
tenance and repair. 



5. Assessed voluation of the district is 
not increasing rapidly enough to operate 
on the existing tax rates. 

6. The revenue derived from the Septem- 
ber 24, 1957, levy will NOT be available 
until the fall of 1958. Therefore, a Board 
of Education must plan at least two years 
ahead to avoid deficit spending. 

7. The maximum educational rate of 
65c and the building rate of 10c were 
levied in 1956. This is the revenue being 
collected now and will be available for the 
1957-58 school term. These funds will not 
be adequate and the Board will have to 
borrow to complete the fiscal year. Present 
tax rates arc not sufficient to balance ac- 
counts in the future. 

8. The high school curriculum is con- 
stantly being evaluated and improved to 
maintain high recognition from accredit- 
ing agencies. 



THE BOARD OF EDUCATION IS JUSTIFIED IN ASKING 
THE CITIZENS TO VOTE TAX INCREASES BECAUSE; 



1. Boards of Education have practiced 
economy in the past and future Boards in- 
tend to do the same. The last successful 
tax referendum was in March, 1947. The 
tax increases requested in the referendum 
September 7, 1957, will be sufficient for 
several years. 

Proof of economy is reflected in the tow 
pcr-pupil-costs. $397 per child spent in 
1955-56 was the lowest in the county. The 
per capita cost has been consistently bo- 
low the median in Lake County. 

2. Economy is also reflected in trie low 
total tax rate for District No. 117. The 
high school rate has been one of the low- 



est of the fourteen Lake County schools, 
The 1956 tax rates show that Antioch High 
ranks third low in comparative standing, 
with a total rate of .904. 

3. For the past several years, tho Boards 
have been sincere in practicing good busi- 
ness procedure, but to keep tho school 
finances in the future on a sound basis, it 
will be necessary to have additional funds.
